"Well that depends upon how 
much wisdom either the patient 
or the doctor haa. All patients 
should nnderstind their body 
well, for they have had a good 
deal of experience with it, bat 
they don't; they lack the power 
of wise deductioa. All doctors 
should have the ability to diag- 
nose the disease correctly and 
judge wijely what is tne trouble, 
but they don't They may hayte 
great learning, but they lack the 
power of wise judgment Learn- 
ing helps, bat wise judgment is 
the supreme quality after all. it 
is a born gift." 

We have often thought of this 
j doctor's remark as applied to 
I the farmer. The knowledge and 
mental training that comes 
through books and schools is a 
great help, but it is not wisdom 
of judgment. Some men seem 
to have this gift of wise judg- 
ment even with very limited ed- 
I ucation. Other men with abun- 
i dant schooling lack wisdom, the 
[ power to judge best what to do 
j next. This individual equation, 
the man behind the farm, is a 
great thing. The power to 
I choose wisely has always been 
I esteemed one of the highest of 
. human gifts. Coupled with en- 
ergy it is what makes the great 
farmer, the great general, the 
great statesman.

The name t>f this disease itself 
really tells the whole story. The 
comb turns black and the tissues 
seem to be dead and the diseased 
parts will rot off or become sep- 
aV-ated in time from the rest of 
the comb and leaves a very un- 
sightly stump as when the comb 
has been frosted. Black rot is 
found only in high combed 
breeds, only rare cases of black 
rock in birds that have low 
combs. The cause of this troub- 
le is due from improper circula- 
tion of blood through the comb 
which causes the j tissues »to i^be- 
come dead. Most everyjicase of 
black rot will be caused from 
some kind of liver troable. Ev- 
ery time the liver gets oat of or- 
der the comb will show it and 
tdls the whole story. 

In the early stages of,^black 
rot the comb will be]jast la little 
dark, generally theVpoints be- 
eome pale or porplish, and in a 
few days the wbole comb will 
become dark. Cases where the 
bird is in a healthy condition and 
with strong vitality theldiseasec 
portion of the eomb] _wiU^ sap- 
arate from the other and fall off 
leaving the stnmp.

The strange sight of a hill be- 
ing washed away by means of 
hydraulic jets is to be seen only 
a mile from the center of Cal- 
gary, Alberta. Each night a 
powerful hydrauh'c plant is at 
work, washing away a thousand 
cubic yards of "dirt" The ob- 
ject of thia strange proceeding 
is twofold, comistfaig of the ter- 
radng of the hill and the filling 
cp of the old river ehamieL The 
water ia tomad oa at 8 p. as. 
each day, and the wearing away 
of the hill proeaeda steadily for 
ten hours. The work can only 
be done at night, aa the dty de- 
clined to grant panwissioB for 
the use of the necessary water hi 
the daytime, m case the dram on 
the supply doringthe busy part 
of the 24 boors should prove too 
great. The water, under high 
pressure, is discharged against 
the sides of the hill through a 
hydraulic "giant," such as is 
used in places mining. It is es- 
timated that 90 days will be re- 
quiied to complete the task, 
which involves the displacement 
of 110,000 cubic yards of "dirt." 
Obtained in the first place from 
a six-inch main, the water is 
forced through the nozzle at a 
pressure of 200 pounds by the 
use of a two-stage centrifugal 
pump driven by a 100* horsepow- 
er el|f trie motor.

It Is accessa ry to keep a poottry 
boose and yard liberally supplied with 
road dust or some other light soil. The 
floor under the roosts should have a 
fresh supply of this eartb twke a week 
or oftener. It serves as an absorbent 
for the dronpincs, produces a rich com- 
post very fast and destroys lice. 

As a dnst heap Is one of the first es- 
sentials around a poultry plant tliis 
clean, fine earth comes into play there 
also. Dust which chickens use ^or 
their baths does not need to be chang- 
ed more frequently than two or three 
times In a season. When it becomes 
dirty it should become part of the 
compost. 

This fertilizer is valuable enotigli so 
that it ought to receive some care, and 
Wittt sereral hundred chickens the an- 
ntial accum<ilation will fill a good sized 
shed.

AT SEA IN AN Q P£N BOAT. 

An AmdMS Experience Off the Reck 
Bound Coast of Korea. 

The perils of the small boat at sea 
are told bj Jack London in an article 
on •'BmaU Boat Sailing" in the Tacbt- 
lag Montiily: 

"▲bout the Ureliest elsht day* of my 
Hf» mn apMrt 1b a miall boat on the 
west coast of Korea," he writes. "I 
was In an open boat, a sampan, on a 
rodqf-ooHt where there were no Ught- 
hoases and where the tides ran from 
thirty to sixty feet My crew were 
Japanese fishermen. We did not speak 
each other's language. Zet there was 
BothfogT' moBotoiMNu abovt thst txlp. 
Never shall I forget one particular cold, 
bitter dawn, when in the thick of dxiv- 
tag anow we took In nil mad anpped 
our small anchor. 

"The Japanese crawled under a com- 
munal rice mat and went to sleep. 1 
Joined them, and for MTeral hofini we 
dosed fltfnlly. Then a sea detaacA na 
with Jcy Wilt or and we found several 
inches of suow on top of the mat 

*^t soon became a case o< swamplBg 
at our anchor. Seas were splashing on 
board in growln<r volume, and we balled 
constantly. And still niy fisherman 
crew arei the surf battered shore and 
did notnlng. 

"At laFt. after many narrow escapes 
from complete swamping, the fisher- 
■MB sot Into action. All hands taHad 
on to the anchor and hove it Vft. 
For'ard. as the boat's head paid oflf, we 
set a patch of sail about the size of a 
flour sack. And we beaded straight for 
the rocky shore. I unlaced my ^hoes. 
unbuttoned my preatcoat and coht and 
was ready to make a quick partial strip 
a mlnnte or so before we stmek. Bat 
we didn't strike, and as we rushed in I 
saw the beauty of the situation. Be- 
fore us opened a narrow channel, 
frilled at its mouth with breaking seas. 
Tet long before, when I bad scanned 
the shore < losely. there had been no 
such channel. I tiad forgotten the thir- 
ty foot tide. And H was tor this ttane 
that the Japanese had so prscsrltasly 
waited." 



'HATCHED ROCKS." 

Tliey Marie the Course ef Glaeiers 

Adown Our Continent. 

Throughout the northein United 
States, from the Atlantic ocean to the 
far northwest and as far south as Ken- 
tucky, huge bowlders are found scat- 
tered at haphazard. The rocks and 
ledges are smoothed and marked with 
scratches <Tarying from fslnt Hues to 
broad grooves two feet deep. Some of 
these bowlders, weighing many tons, 
are so balanced on a ledge that a slight 
touch will rock them. The Indians used 
them as "alarm bells." 

The grooves or scratches ou these 
rocks are as a rule parallel and extend 
north and south. South of the above 
mentioned area neither bowlders nor 
scratched rocks can be found. 

How came the bowlders in their po- 
sition? What scratched tlie rocks? 

Agassiz. familiar with the glaciers of 
the Alps, probably gave the true an- 
swer, lie showed that a similar state 
of things is produced today by the gla- 
ciers of Switzerland. These streams of 
tee creep slowly down from the lofty 
lummltB of the Alps through the val- 
leys to the plains. They bear on tlieir 
surface huge rocks fallen from sur- 
rounding cliffs. The stones frozen in 
the bottom of the glacier, pressed down 
by the enormous weight of Ice ribove 
them, scratch and groove the rocks Im? 
ncatb. as the tool of a carpenter gouges 
out a piece of wood. 

Wiiat was the condition of .Vinenc a 
d'heu similar ejects were produced; 
Instead «f local glaciers scattered in 

fho valitys. the whole surface now cov 
ered v.ith bowlders musl have been 
hlt'den l)y an immen -e slu et ol 
.Judging from the marks on the rocks, 
the sheet moved from the north toward 
tl'e south, frirryinj: with it masses of 
rock.— Harper's Weekly.

Summary of the proceedings 
of the National Good Roads Fed- 
eration, held at Birmiugham, Ala. 
April 24th and 25th, 1913: 

By the terms of the adopted 
Constitution, the National Good 
Roads Federation will hereafter 
be known as the United States 
Good Roads Association. The 
Constitution was written by a 
committee composed of Thomas 
L. Cannon, of Missouri; J. A. 
Roundtree, of Alabama; B. G. 
Railey, of Kentucky; W. A. John- 
ston, of Tennessee; S. M. John- 
son, of New Mexico; B. F. Bil- 
lingsley, of Arinma; C. Hen- 
drick, of MisriHippi; y. & Ad- 
kins, of Alabama; F. H. Golooeh, 
of South Carolina; and S. E. De- 
Rochni, of Califnnia. 

It provides that t£e member- 
ship fee diall be one dollar per 
annum and that the aiaterfaood of 
States shall each be entitled to 
one durector^d three Vice Presi- 
dents.
